TRIAL FOR MURDER. 


Charged With Unlawfully Killing 
His Brother-in-Law With Whom 
He Was Known to Have Been on 
Bad Terms—Self-Defense Case Ap-

John Patretti was found not guilty 
of murder shortly after 8 o’clock last 
night after the jiffy had been out 
about an hour and three-quarters.
